the  3rd  Grade,  and  are  preparing  to  become  Teachers,  are 
eligible  to  compete  for  admission  to  the  training  class  of  the 
National  Art  Training  School,  with  an  allowance  of  from 
10s.  to  35s.  a  week.  ~  They  must  attend  regularly  all  the 
meetings  of  the  school.  They  may  be  required  to  perform 
certain  duties  as  teachers,  and  must  engage  to  accept  the 
situations  to  which  they  may  he  recommended.  They  are 
not  at  liberty  to  accept  situations  without  first  obtaining 
the  consent  of  the  Principal.  Applicants  for  admission  must 
fill  up  and  send  in  Form  No.  488  before  the  15th  January 
or  the  20th  July.  Students  who  have  been  on  the  list  of 
paid  students  in  training  or  National  Scholars,  and  who 
retire  with  credit,  may  continue  to  study  in  the  School  as 
Free  Students  for  one  year ,  and  this  Free  Studentship 
may  be  renewed  on  the  conditions  laid  down  in  para¬ 
graph  29  (d)  of  this  Prospectus. 

7.  The  allowances  to  students  in  training  are  granted  for 
one  term  only,  and  are  renewable;  but  no  male  student 
can  remain  more  than  four  years  on  the  paid  list,  a.nd  no 
female  student  more  than  two  years  without  special 
sanction. 

8.  Thirty  Royal  Exhibitions,  10  open  each  year  to  the 
National  Art  Training  School  or  the  Metropolitan  School 
of  Art,  Dublin. 

A  Royal  Exhibition  is  tenable  for  three  years,  and 
entitles  the  holder  to  free  admission  to  the  National  Art 
Training  School  at  South  Kensington  or  the  Metiopolitan 
School  of  Art,  Dublin,  during  that  time,  with  a  mainten¬ 
ance  allowance  of  25s.  a  week  for  the  session  of  about 
42  weeks  each  year,  with  third-class  railway  fare  for  one 
ioumey  to  and  fro,  each  session,  between  the  home  of  the 

Scholar  and  London  or  Dublin. 

The  Royal  Exhibitions  are  held  on  the  condition  that 
the  Exhibitioner  attends  the  course  of  instruction  laid 
down  for  him  regularly,  complies  with  the  rules  laid  down 
for  his  guidance,  and  makes  satisfactory  progress. 

Royal  Exhibitions  are  only  open  to  students  on  account 
of  whose  instruction  payments  on  results  can  be  made, 
and  the  competitor  must  be  under  22  years  of  age  on  the 
1st  of  May  of  the  year  in  which  he  competes. 

9.  Sixteen  National  Scholarships,  eight  open  each  year 
to  the  National  Art  Training  School  and  South  Kensington 
Museum. 


The  National  Scholarship  is  tenable  for  two  years,  and 
in  special  cases  may  be  renewed  for  a  third.  The  Scholar 
receives  a  maintenance  allowance  of  25s.  a  week,  during 
the  term  he  is  required  to  be  in  London,  about  42  weeks 
each  year,  with  third-class  railway  fare  for  one  journey  to 
and  fro,  each  session,  between  his  home  and  London. 

Only  Students  of  Schools  of  Art  who  are  engaged  in 
trades  which  depend  upon  decorative  Art  are  eligible  to 
compete  for  National  Scholarships.  The  selection  will  be 
made  by  giving  due  weight  to  the  nature  and  requirements 
of  the  trades  represented  by  the  Candidates,  to  the 
evidence  they  give  of  special  aptitude  for  design,  and  to 
the  progress  they  have  made  at  the  Schools  at  which  they 
have  studied  as  shown  by  the  works  they  submit  and  the 
Examinations  they  have  passed.  Applications  must  be 
made  on  Art  Form  No.  488,  accompanied  by  drawings, 
designs,  and  other  evidence  of  the  Candidate’s  ability 
before  the  20th  July. 

The  National  Scholar  will  be  required  to  prosecute  a 
course  of  studies  laid  down  for  him  by  the  Director  for  Art 
in  the  Museum  and  National  Art  Training  School,  and  will 
only  hold  his  Scholarship  so  long  as  he  pursues  his  studies 
diligently,  and  shows  satisfactory  progress. 

10.  Students  in  training  and  National  Scholars  may  in  Grants  for 
special  cases  receive  grants  in  aid  of  their  travelling  Evening 
expenses  in  visiting  Foreign  Schools  and  Galleries.  They  expenses! 
may  be  required  to  do  special  work  for  the  Department. 

11.  The  Department  reserves  the  right  to  retain  works 
done  in  the  School  by  Students  in  Training  or  National 
Scholars. 

12.  Should  the  conduct  or  progress  of  N ational  Scholars  Subject  to 
or  Students  in  training  be  unsatisfactory  their  allowances  disallowance, 
may  be  reduced  or  wholly  withdrawn. 

13.  Admission  of  Students  of  the  Royal  Academy  Admission 
to  the  National  Art  Training  School.— Students  ®^tol^e1Ilts 
of  the  Royal  Academy  who  desire  to  become  Teachers,  and  Academy, 
who  have  attended  the  Life  Class  or  Upper  Division  of  the 
Architectural  Class  there  for  six  months,  are  qualified 

to  compete  for  admission  to  the  Training  School,  and 
to  receive  an  allowance  of  1 5s.  per  week.

On  passing  in  Geometrical  Drawing,  Section  1,  of 
Science  Subject  I.  and  obtaining  a  1st  class  in 
the  Second  Grade  examinations  in  Freehand, 
Model,  and  Perspective  Drawing,  to  attend  their 
class  for  one  year,  on  payment  of  half  the  usual 
fee. 

(b  )  To  a  continuance  of  the  same  privilege  for  a  second 
year  only,  if  they  have  obtained  a  prize  at  the 
annual  3rd  Grade  examination,  or  a  prize  in  the 
National  Competition,  of  the  year. 

(c.)  After  taking  the  Art  Class  Teacher’s  Certificate 
to  free  admission  for  one  year,  renewable  for 
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another  year,  provided  that  they  obtain  the  Cer¬ 
tificate  of  Group  I.  of  the  3rd  Grade,  or  a  medal 
or  prize  in  the  National  Competition,  or  a  1st 
class  in  two  or  more  subjects  of  the  3rd  Grade 
examination. 

(cl.)  After  obtaining  the  Certificate  of  Group  I.,  or  a 
National  Scholarship  (see  par.  8  of  this  Prospec¬ 
tus),  to  a  continuance  of  free  admission,  provided 
that  they  take  annually  a  prize  or  medal  in  the 
National  Competition,  or  a  1st  class  in  two  or 
more  subjects  of  the  3rd  Grade  Examination. 

Admission  of  Students  to  Museums  and  Libraries. 

30.  All  properly  qualified  Students  of  the  National  Art 
Training  School  are  entitled  to  admission  to  the  South 
Kensington  Museum  and  Libraries,  either  for  consultation 
or  copying,  as  well  as  to  all  the  School  Lectures  of  the 
Department.
